We are pleased to offer our customers 
a group of new cold-tolerant camellias 
selected and developed by Dr. P. W. Zim- 
merman of the Boyce Thompson Insti- 
tute of Plant Research at Yonkers, New 
York. These varieties, all of the japonica 
strain, were propagated at Strawberry 
Hill from cuttings supplied by Dr. 
Zimmerman. 


We guarantee these plants to be cold- 
tolerant as far north as Philadelphia and 
will replace without charge any plant 
which does not thrive in the given lati- 
tude. We know, however, that these ca- 
mellias have done well much further 
north in numerous plantings without any 
special protection, and that with a little 
protection they will prosper even in areas 
where subzero temperatures are not 
uncommon. 


If you live where extremely low tem- 
peratures prevail, we suggest setting the 
plants out of doors in spring in pots, 
transferring the pots indoors in Novem- 
ber. 


The dark green foliage, glossy and sub- 
stantial, persists throughout the year, and 
this in combination with the very beau- 
tiful flowers which they bear early in the 
spring, makes these camellias the most 
attractive of shrubs for garden and home. 


Plants are shipped between June 1 and 
July 15th in stout tarpaper pots from 
which they can be easily transferred to 
clay pots or planted in the open ground. 
With each plant there is supplied with- 
out charge enough of our own special 
camellia fertilizer for one year and de- 
tailed cultural directions. Our camellias 
offer an exciting adventure in gardening.
